Rovolationa Ertraordinary. 

Legislative House, 

Tuesday, May 10th, 1870. 

Supplementary Estimates. — " gGOO 
paid Amor DoCosmo's," com mission for 
borrowing 530,000. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys, relative to this 
extraordinary item which had boon paid 
by the late Government, n-^s surprised to 
see the usually pertinacious member for 
Cariboo — Mr. Evans- lying hack in an al- 
most dormant stale. It was the duty of 
every hon. member to evince a lively in- 
terest in the investigation of all such pay- 
ments as this, for if tho principle were 
onco tacitly admitted what assurance had 
the country that tho system inaugurated 
on comparatively small amounts would not 
develop to an alarming degree. He main- 
tained tho principle was wrong and suffi- 
cient to damn any Government or body of 
men. (Hoar, hoar.) 

Capt. Evans — I see tho figures before 
mo, but surely I am not asked to boliovo 
that any such payment has been made. If 
it lias T say it is wrong and disgrace- 
ful. 

Mr. Smithe — In reference to this dis- 
■table transaction it would seem from 
'cation that no one had tho slightest 
I f authority to make tho payment. 
] l made without the warrant of tho 
Livul.' Governor required by law and in 
an altogether illegal manner. (Sensation.) 
If the law were carried out to its full ex- 
tent, to tho very letter, there can be no 
doubt tho ex-Minister of Finance is indi- 
vidually responsible for the $000. Tho 
payment I find was made on the 20th Oct. , 
1875. Tho Clerk of the Treasury demur- 
rod. He ■said it was irregular ; but tho 
then Finance Minister said " it is all right" 
and he would be responsible. (Sensa- 
tion.) Tho clerk had been compelled to 
do that which ho know to be irregular. I 
ropoat, tho payment was made on the 20th 
Oct., 1875, but tho Order in Council cov- 
ering the amount was not signed until the 
20th January, 1870, thrco months after, 
and subsequent to the defeat of tho Wal- 
kem Government ! Had tho Government 
novor been defeated I think it very doubt- 
ful whether wo should ever have heard 
anything of the order at all. That was 
procured merely to cover up their tracks 
of iniquity 1 

Capt. Evans — I am extremely sorry the 
Governor signed the order. 

Dr. Tolmie — I am sorry not ono of the 
ex-Ministers is here to explain this tran- 
saction. They are particularly conspicu- 
ous by their absence ; if, however, any 
ono of thom is within hearing I hope he 
will como forward now. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys — It was tho duty 
of the hon. gentleman to know what his 
colleagues wero about, and if they with- 
held this they had acted dishonestly. The 
hon. gentleman opposite had attempted to 
fly the track when he talked about hound- 
ing Mr. DeCosmos down, for that gentle- 
man's name had not been mentioned at 
all. The quostion is simply this : "Was 
tho late Government justified in making 
this extraordinary payment to Mr. DeCos- 
mos or to anybody else ?" Tho affairs of 
tho country must be conductod honestly 
and it iB my duty as Finance Minister to 
publish this item to the world amongst 
others, (hoar, hoar), it is the duty of the 
House to see that not one single dollar is 
unlawfully expended, and it is. the duty of 
hon. gentlemen to prevent such items as 
this §000 sop from being clouded up. 
(Hear.) Tho transaction will remain in- 
dolibly stamped on the memory of the 
people for years to come, and the proof of 
guilt is the absence of thoso gentlemen 
who were parties to the business. The 
whole affair is scandalous and disreputa- 
ble. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Fisher— I am glad that the House 
has seen fit to deal with this matter. If 
Mr. Walkem wero not cognizant of the 
transaction he ought to have been, so his 
excuse on that score is a poor one. I bo- 
liovo that he was just as cognizant as he is 
of the abstraction of a certain letter from 
the Lands and Works office. 

Mr. Walkem — I object. The hon. gen- 
tleman is revealing the business of a .Se- 
lect Committee who have not yet report- 
ed. 

Mr. Fisher — Well, it will come out in 
tho report. I am sorry tho ex-Finance 
Ministor is not in his place. 

Mr, Smithe — Tho item was not detailed. 
It was paid contrary to tho Constitution 
Act — without warrant — and the Governor 
was not asked to sign until the Govern- 
ment wero defeated. If the transaction 
had been an honorable ono his signature 
would have been sought prior to payment. 
(Hear, hear,) and properly speaking tho 
Finauco Minister ought to be made to re- 
fund tho money. (Cheers.) 

After a few remarks from the hon. tho 
Premier and Mr. Vowell the item was al- 
lowed to pass. 

MR. DECOSMOS OX THE RAIL- 
TV A Y TEE MIX US. 

In 1870 Mr. DeCosmos made a 
speech in the Legislative Council on the 
railway and warmly advocated the 
adoption of the Fraser River Eoute. 
Referring to the report of his speech 
when a Confederation debate was in 
progress we find that he used the fol- 
lowing very emphatic language : 

"Confederation on proper terms will 
give us population ; will ijivo us moans 
to employ labor remuneratively ; will 
enlarge" our commerce, and build up 
our industries. If it gives us public 
works ; IF IT GIVES US A RAIL- 
ROAD FROM A POINT ON THE 
FRASER, BELOW YALE TO SA- 
VONA'S FERRY ON LAKE K AM- 
LOOPS, AND IF VTB CONNECT 



LAKE O KAN AG AN WITH THE 
SP E LMACHEEN RI VER B YRAI L- 
WAY, which is only about 13 miles, 
not only will the wholo country from 
Osoyoos Lake on tho boundary behind 
tho Cascades be opened up and connect- 
ed with our chief commercial city, with 
a cheap and speedy means of transpor- 
tation, but all this tract of country, 
traversed by tho railways and lake 
communication, will be utilized in pro- 
ducing wheat and wool and other 
articles for exportation. VICTORIA, 
THEN, WILL BE BUILT UP AND 
WILL BE THE CHIEF COM- 
MERCIAL CITY OF BRITISH 
| COLUMBIA, WITH ALL OTHER 
PARTS OF THE COLONY TRIBU- 
TARY TO HER. THIS IS WHAT 
CONFEDERATION ON PROPER 
TERMS WILL DO FOB US." 

In bis paper, yesterday, Mr. De- 
C'osmos declares in effect that Mr. 
Da vies is unfit to represent Victoria 
because he has asserted that ho will 
abide by the report of the engineers as 
to the best route. Mr. DeCosmos pro- 
poses .not to accept any railway that 
does not como via Bute Inlet. Yet in 
1870 ho asserted (see above extract 
from his speech) that a road commenc- 
ing at Yale and extending to the Kam- 
loops country would make "Victoria (he 
chief commercial city of British Colum- 
bia,'' Whence this change of senti- 
ment! Sli all we inform our renders 1 Yes'/ 
Well, Mr. DeCosmos has ^invested all 
his mentis in purchasing or securing a 
mortgage on poor old Wnddington's 
Bute Inlet townsite and sections of 
railway land. If tho railway comes 
via Butt; Inlet the town site and other 
lands will become very valuable. That 
is the reason Mr. DeCosmos is willing 
to delay railway construction in- 
definitely. That is why, when 
Lord DUFFERIN was here, he demand- 
ed "the railway via Bute Inlet or 
secession;" that is why he attacks Mr. 
Davies for urging immediate railway 
construction. Delay is everything for 
the success of Mr. DeCosmos' selfish 
scheme for personal enrichment. But 
delay means stagnation in every branch 
of industry represented in the Province. 
It means no employment for the la- 
borer; no market for the farmer, the 
manufacturer and the merchant. It 
would be cheaper for the people of 
British Columbia to take up a collec- 
tion and remunerate Mr. DeCosmos for 
his losses at Bute Inlet than have him 
standing any longer in the way of rail- 
way construction. Undoubtedly Brit- 
ish Columbia — Canada- -would benefit 
most bv the adoption of the Groat 
Central route ria Bute Inlet and teiv 
imitating at Esquimalt; but should we 
refuse to accept any railway that does

About the 24th of last month Mr. 
Davieh was assailed in a gross and un- 
justifiable manner through the columns 
of the Standard. Smarting under the 
assault Mr. Davies prepared a com- 
munication in refutation, which he. ad- 
dressed to the editor of our contempor- 
ary and sent it to that office. His mess- 
enger saw the ostensible proprietor of 
the Standard and received from hini a 
promise to insert the communication on i 
the next day but one. The issue in [ 
which the publication was promised 
duly appeared, but instead of the letter i 
then; was the following insulting and 
disgraceful paragraph : 

"To Correspondents. — We cannot in- 
sort Mr. J. P. Davies' communication. ; 
We recommend tho writer to procure its i 
insertion in the Mackenzie organ, The \ 
Colonist, as we could not allow our col- 
umns to be polluted by the falsehoods and j 
misstatements it contains." 

Mr. Davies, naturally indignant at 
the breach of faith of the Standard, 
and the additional insult contained in 
the paragraph, demanded the return of j 
his communication, and requested its ■ 
insertion in The, Colonist. The request j 
was complied with. The letter appear- 
ed in this journal, thus securing a j 
much wider circulation than if it 
had been inserted, as originally in- 
tended, in the Standard. What- j 
ever may be Mr. Davies' political I 
shortcomings, the public will agree 
with us that bo is at least entitled to 
fair play — especially at the hands of 
his opponent, because at all previous j 
elections Mr. Davies has been one of 
Mr. DeCosmos' principal supporters, I 
and has made hoavy sacrifices to ad- 
vance his interest."'. We say thathe was , 
entitled to hotter treatment than that 
which ho received at Mr. DeCosmos' 
hands, and it is a most fortunate thing 
for tho public that Mr. DeCosmos' is I 
not tho only newspaper published in 
this city.

Sir John A. Macdoaald'a Sscocn on 
Kv. DoCosmos' Motion. 

[From Hansard, March 21, 1876.) 

Sir John Macdonald had no doubt tho 
hon. member who moved tho motion was 
actuated by the most patriotic motive, but 
ho (Sir John) thought ho was unwise and 
was not acting in the interest of his own 
Province or the construction of tho Cana- 
da Pacific Railway in pressing the motion 
in amendment to that moving tho House 
into Committee of Supply. Ho agreed 
with tho exceedingly sensible remarks of 
tho hon. member for North York, that tho 
construction of the railway was no longer 
an open quostion. It was a portion of 
our constitution. British Columbia com- 
posed part of the Dominion of Canada, 
and tho agreement made with it could not 
bo sot aside. Ho was glad to find from 
tho remarks of tho hon. gentleman that a 
sense of that obligation existed witli every 
member of the House, with a single ex- 
ception — the hon. member for Halifax. 
Sonio hon. gentlemen said tho road should 
not bo built if it necessitated tho undue 
taxation of tho people ; but they recogniz- 
ed it as a necessity ; and if it were not, as 
a matter of constitutional principle, it 
must bo constructed. It remained for tho 
hon. member for Halifax to cast the first 
stain upon tho honor of Canada. For 
thirty years or more ho (Sir John Mac- 
donald) had been a member of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, and except from tho lips 
of the hon. member for Halifax be had 
never heard repudiation recommended. 
(Cheers.) He thought tho mover of the 
resolution had assumod a great responsi- 
bility in pressing it and refusing to with- 
draw it, notwithstanding that ono hon. 
member after another from his Province, 
and as much interested in British Colum- 
bia as ho was, had asked him to do so. 
Upon tho hon gentleman would fall the 
blame of the heavy adverse vote. If he 
would only look at the papers laid before 
tho Houso ho would ses that the Govern- 
ment stated, as a ground for the abandon- 
ment of tho construction of the road from 
Esquimalt to Nanaimo, the fact that tho 
Senate had thrown out tho bill, and the 
vote he would now provoke would be 
quoted against British Columbia. He 
thought the question ought to have been 
brought up on its own merits and ought 
to havo been postponed until after the 
Government had had an opportunity of 
expressing their views on the present sit- 
uation of the road, and the progress which 
it was proposed to niako in the immediate 
future. While he said this ho would also 
say that the faith of the country was 
pledged to build tho road, and while he 
was a member of the Parliament of Cana- 
da it would be his duty and pleasure to 
press upon the Government on all conven- 
ient occasions the necessity of carrying 
out this obligation and fulfilling this pro- 
mise. Whether it was provident or im- 
provident, no arrangement can now bo re- 
pudiated or rejected. He had looked at 
the resolution with a view of seeing whe- 
thor he was forced to vote for it, because 
ho thought the hon. gentleman had placed 
them in sucll a position that he had de- 
prived himself of all sympathy by putting 
an immature motion before them. The 
hon. gentleman had acted in this matter 
entirely on his own responsibility anil 
most unadvisedly. He (Sir John Mac- 
donald) said he had looked at the motion 
and be found he could not vote for it, and 
ho would not vote for it. What did the 
resolution say I After reciting that por- 
tion of the original agreement which ro- 
lated to the railway it said " that owing 
to divers causes the construction of the 
said railway was not commenced in Brit- 
ish Columbia at the time agreed upon, 
nor has it been commenced since ;" anil 
without stating what tho causes were, con- 
cluded with the illogical consequence that, 
" therefore this House is of opinion that 
the Government should forthwith prompt- 
ly commence and vigorously and continu- 
ously proceed with the construction of tho 
road." Now the causes of tho work not 
having been commenced were patent. 
They wero stated in papers that wero bo- 
fore the House. In the report of the 17th 
of March, 187(>, tho Government stated 
that they wero not even yet in a position 
to determine the location of the road, and 
therefore they wero not in a position to 
construct the road. They could not, 
therefore, agree with the conclusion of 
the motion that therefore the road must 
bo promptly proceeded with. But there 
was a more substantial objection from his 
(Sir John's) point of view, which was 
stated so frankly by the member for North 
York, viz: that it was not a merely con- 
ditional arrangement, it was a partnership 
by which British Columbia became a part 
of tho Dominion. British Columbia .was 
pledged to the construction of the 
railway as much as the rest of Canada was 
pledged to British Columbia. Tho rail- 
way was not to be for the benefit of Brit- 
ish Columbia alone, it was to be for the 
common benefit: and if it had not been 
for the common benefit it would not have 
been made. The arrangement would not 
have been made for tho benefit of British 
Columbia alone. The people of Canada 
and the Parliament recognized that the 
Dominion would be in an unfinished state 
with British Columbia standing apart, and 
unless tho Dominion extended from tho 
Atlantic to the Pacific. It was clearly in 
a spirit of perfect equality that tho part- 
nership was entered into. It was not en- 
tered into for the sake of British Colum- 
bia only, nor for tho sake of spending 
money in British Columbia, but the agree- 
ment to construct tho railway was made 
for the purpose of rendering roal a part 
nership which was merely ono on paper. 
In tho articles of that agreement it was 
provided, as set out in tho resolution that 
tho road should be constructed in British 
Columbia, but it was hIbo provided that 
it should bo constructed in the other part 
of tho Dominion, and that it should bo 
commenced at tlia eastern and at the west- 
ern extremities at the same timo, tho ob- 
ject thuB being avowed that it was not in- 
tended that tho union should be ono sim- 
ply for tho building of a road through 
British Columbia or of giving British 
Columbia connection over tho Rocky 
Mountains with the Dominion of Canada, 
but one for the mutual benefit of the two 
countries. Now what does this proposi- 
tion mean? It stated, ho was going to 
say in tho most selfish spirit, that tho 
Government should promptly commenco 
and vigorously and continuously prosecute 
the work of tho actual construction of the 
said l-dlway within British Columbia in 



accordance with the solemn pledges. He, 
a representative of Ontario and the other 
members of this House coming from the 
other Provinces, wero called upon to vote 
for a resolution calling upon the Govern- 
ment, ordering the Government, in fact 
enjoining the Government to commenco 
and vigorously prosecute tho construction 
of tho road through British Columbia 
without any reference to any othor por- 
tion of tho road in any othor portion of 
the Dominion. Tho language of tho res- 
olution justified to a great degree tho 
language in tho dispatch, in which allu- 
sion was made to a spirit on tho part of 
British Columbia of ignoring the general 
welfare. This resolution was utterly ro- 
gardlosa of tho groat Norlhwost. How 
could any hon. member coming from any 
other Provinco in tho Dominion justify 
himself in voting for calling upon tho 
Government to build a road in British 
Columbia while the whole of the remain- 
der of tho country was to be disregarded 
in the matter'/ Upon that ground alone 
ho (Sir John) would vote against tho mo- 
tion. Tho hon. gentleman might perhaps 
havo prepared a resolution which ho 
would havo been forced to vote for. He 
was glad that under tho circumstances 
tho motion was so drawn that he was able 
tu vote against it. He voted precisely 
and exclusively upon the two grounds: 
first, that the whole proposition was illogi- 
cal; and secondly, that it was limited al- 
together to British Columbia. 

Mr. Speaker having waited a few mo- 
ments and nobody having risen, ordered 
the members to bo called in. 
Mr. DeCosmos then rose, but 
Mr. Speaker said that an order having 
beon given for the members to bo called 
in, it would be against tho rules of the 
Houso for him to speak. 

A division was then taken on tho 
amendment which was lost; yeas 0, 
nays 154. 

SIR J01IX MACDONALD OX MR. 
DECOSMOS. 

To-morrow the momentous ques- 
tion, Who shall represent Victoria 
District as second member 1 will be an- 
swered through tho mediutn of the bal- 
lot-box. The answer will be decisive; 
and once given will be final. There 
can be no "harking back" after the little 
missive shall have been dropped into 
the box; and a mistake cannot be re- 
paired for the next five years. The return 
of Sir John Macdonald as first mem- 
ber for the city may be regarded as 
assured. No one need entertain ap- 
prehension on that score. Tho agents 
of the late member may carry out their 
plot of "plumping for DeCosmos," in 
the hope of returning him as second 
member. Their treachery will avail 
them nothing. Sir John is certain to 
occupy the first place on the poll by an 
immense majority. Mr. Da vies has 
appealed to all his friends to vote for 
Sir John Macdonald as well as him- 
self, so as to place tho knight of King- 
ston at the head of the poll. We feel 
confident that that course will be fol- 
lowed, and that a sufficient number of 
the friends of Mr. DeCosmos will de- 
cline to oast plumpers for him to in- 
sure Sir John's triumph as senior 
member. Our only object, therefore, 
in addressing the electors now is to en- 
deavor to impress upon their minds 
the importance of sending with Sir 
John Macdonald, as junior member, 
a gentleman who will work with and 
not against the Canadian premier; one 
whose greatest ambition it will bo to 
follow, not to lead; whose political 
record is consistently and unswervingly 
Conservative, and who has not placed 
himself in a position of personal and 
political antagonism to tho leader of 
the now dominant party of Canada. 
At this time no greater mistake could 
be made than to elect as Sir John's 
colleague Mr. DeCosmos. Not only 
has Mr. DeCosmos' career as a 
politician been a failure; not. only 
is he tabooed at Ottawa by all 
parties; not only has he sat seven years 
in Parliament without being able to 
point to a measure, suggestion or reso- 
lution introduced by him that has met 
with the approval of either side of the 
House; not only does there exist no 
Act on the statute-book to which Mr. 
DeCosmos can point with pride and 
say, "That is my handwork 1" But 
when asked "what have you done at 
Ottawa!" he ignores his parliamentary 
failures and throws off columns of un- 
grammatical bombast, in which he 
claims to have originated and created 
every public work of importance that 
has been successfully carried out since 
the dawn of Creation. We are not 
sure that he claims to have created the 
world without assistance, but if pressed 
hard he would doubtless tell you that 
ho had an interest in one of the eon- 
tracts. "What the electors complain 
of — and complain of justly, too— is that 
Mr. DeCosmos has passed seven years 
at Ottawa without doing anything. 
They do not care about hearing of what 
he did before he went to Ottawa. They 
aro interested in knowing what he has 
effected since he went there. We have 
tendered the gentleman the free use of 
our columns and the benefit of our ex- 
tensive circulation to assist him in 
bringing to the notice of the electors 
the net results of his labors at 
Ottawa; but he has not seen 
fit to avail himself of the offer, 
or to use the columns of his 
own print for the purpose.

Perhaps 
he did his level best to accomplish some- 
thing; but what we contend is that his 
exertions wero all misdirected, and that 
he failed from incompetence and from 
a want of knowledge of tho matters he 
took in hand. Again, Mr. DeCosmos 
is obnoxious to Sir John Macdonald. 
When Sir John desired a seat for Vic- 
toria he dit! not telegraph to 
Air. DeCosmos. Ho is the last 
man in tho world ho would have asked a 
favor from. Sir John knows that Mr. 
DeCosmos is politically n failuro and 
mistake. Ifejcnows that ho throw him 
(Sir John) over in 1S73 to worship tho 
idols Mr. Mackenzie had reared. lie 
knows that Mi'. DeCosMos had said ho 
would bo doubly blanked to all eter- 
nity if he would ally himself with a 
dead horse (meaning Sir John Mac- 
donald after his defeat.) lie knew 
that Mr. DeCosmos, in 1871, thanked 
God Sir John Macdonald had fallen 
and predicted THAT II IS DEFEAT 
WOULD PROVE A BLESSING TO 
THE COUNTRY. He knows that 
Mr. DeCosmos had been ruled out of J 
the Consent vative caucus at Ottawa; 
that he had rendered himself intensely 
disagreeable to and had insulted Lord 
Dufkebin in 1876; that he insulted 
Mr. Lanckvin (Sir John's Minister of 
Public Works) in 1S72, and thnt from 
his disposition and habits it had been 
found impracticable to work with him 
at Ottawa. In short, he knows that 
Mr. DeCosmos was entirely without in- 
fluence at Ottawa and he judged that 
he was entirely without influence at 
Victoria.

[FROM TUB DAILY STANDARD, AUO. 1C, 1875.] 

The pretended objection to Chinese 
labor is simply arrant CLAP-TRAP employ- 
ed for a political purpose and intended to 
deceivo a certain class of tho community 
by playing upon their prejudices. * * * 
This constant twaddle about white vs. 
Chinese labor is looked upon by men of spirit 
and independent feeling as insultino to 
their manhood. Industrious, soiier, 
energetic white men do not want 
SPECIAL i.koislation on tho part of either 
tho city or Provincial Government as a 
protection against Chineso competition. 
We know of ono contractor on a soction of 
the Now Westminster- Yale wagon road 
who made up his mind to employ none 
but white men on his job, and accordingly 
engaged tho services of all tho men ho re- 
quired in this city and paid their faro to 
New Westminster. They went to work 
and all went well enough until tho. first 
pay day, but no sooner did they get their 
inn ey than thoy inarched off to New 
Westminster — this was on a Saturday 
evening — and the following Monday more 
than one-half of them wore absent from 
duty, drinking and carousing in tho city. 
* * * Industrious, sober white men 
don't want any protection and have 
never asked tor it. They can get along 
well enough in this country for all who 
choose to come here and none need wait 
very long for profitable employment who 
aro disposed to work. If they (Mongolians) 
are allowed to come hero and are subject- 
ed to the same rate of taxation, municipal 
and general, that other poople pay, then, 
we contend, tuky should be oiven a 
FAIR FIELD and no favor, for the exercise 
of whatever abilities they possess in tho 
common struggle for tho necessaries of 
life. 

[from the nAir.y ssandabd, acc. 19, 1875] 
Those (Chinamen) that have como, 
however, or may hereafter como have a 
right to claim tho protection of our laws, 
and to bo given a fair field and no favor 
in thoir efforts to make a living by honest 
industry. Of tho Chinese it is alleged 
"they require no schools or books; no 
clothing or food except what by terms of 
agreement with their masters they viust 
buy of their own people" As a class, it 
is truo, tho Chineso do not uso our public 
schools to any considerable extent, but 
nevertheless contribute as largely to 
the school fund in proportion to their 
means as any other class of people. 
The whitf.s have therefore no reason 
to complain ok them on that score. As 
for their food and clothing, they eat what 
suits their tasto and thoy wear protty 
much the samo stylo of clothing that any 
othor peoplo wear. As contributors to

The evidence of the election cam- 
paign is .before the people, ami the ver- 
dict will be rendered to-day. Tbe 
many trying incidents which have 
crossed. the path of the several political 
aspirants during tho caiivass; the mild 
rebukes, the sarcastic retorts, and the 
buffoonery of those who differ in opin- 
ion and only seek to discover some 
point which they think weak enough 
to assail, have given amnio proofs that 
the road to political honor is neither 
smoothly paved nor strewn with roses. 
Those ui the Hold, for tho olectoral dis- 
trict of "Victoria are: First, the great 
arid worthy chief of tho liberal-Con- 
servative Party, Sin John A. Mac- 
doNALD, whose political career has a 
record of which tho Canadians may 
well bo proud; whose diplomatic ability 
has given him a historical place among 
the leading statists of tho age. With 
these notable characteristics of the 
man, and tho evidence of the public 
mind before us, it does not take much 
foresight to form tho unmistakable con- 
clusion that tho electors of this district 
will return him at the head of tho poll. 
Tho other two candidates are J. P. 
Davif.s and Amor DeCosmos; tho 
former a strong supporter of Sir John 
and 'his party. The contest between 
these two will be tho "Race" of the 
day. Although Mr. DeCosmos has the 
presumption to think that twenty years 
on the political turf entitle him to ride 
neck-and-neck with the favorite of tho 
Dominion, wo have reason to think 
that owing to his having bolted the 
track so often during tho past five years 
he will be distanced in this race. Men 
in active political life who have done 
service to their country may proudly 
look back to their record of usefulness 
and claim that years of toil on the ex- 
ecutive benches entitle them to a re- 
newal of confidence at each electoral 
term, and may reasonably expect a 
favorable endorsement from the peo- 
ple's suffrages; but a man like Amor 
DeCosmos' whose political record is a 
nonentity except that of vanity, pom- 
ponsity and self-assurance; a man who 
was ushered in upon U3 when tbe 
Province was young and lax in politi- 
cal calibre; who has sinco boon propped 
up by praises from his own egotistical 
quill, portraying to the public through 
the columns of his own paper that ho 
has suffered a martyrdom of twenty 
years for tho public good, and in his 
presumptuous endeavor to bo again re- 
instated to the ranks of a party which 
he so basely deserted, flaunts it as a 
sort of truco before an intelligent, 
though long-deceived constituency, and 
hopes by .such sympathetic whining to 
lie again enrolled oa the start' of Do- 
minion legislators. Hark to the sound 
of Amor's pipe. — "I have served tho 
public for twenty years, and dedicated 
the best of MY life to the service of 
MY country." If ho had common 
modesty, and tho slightest spark of 
gratitude, he might havo added that an 
over-indulgent people had placed him 
in a position and given him a signifi- 
cance to which accrued pay and profits 
to himself, but no favorable results to 
the people. The Hip Van Winkle 
"sleep of twenty years" is a fair type 
of the two decades of DeCosmos' use- 
fulness as a representative. During 
that time the people would naturally 
have expected some beneficial results 
and anxiously hoped — but alas! in 
vain — that the last legislative term 
would have developed something in the 
genial and gifted Amor to havo estab- 
lished tho right to rank as an ordinary 
politician, much, less to claim the self- 
presumptuous title of statesman. 
Statesman, indeed! Were it not a 
good-natured goose that our quill is 
from it would indignantly ''quack" ac 
such a misnomer. We will be charit- 
able toward him and put the best con- 
struction on his vanity, and give him 
the title of United States-man; as it 
was in one of the United States legis- 
latures that the vanity signboard of 
of his present name was carved. Mr. 
Amor DeCosmos would fain have tbe 
world believe that he was born a states- 
man, and that it is necessary for a 
good representative that a man should 
be a born politician. Ho gives this as 
reason that Mr. J. P. Daviks or any 
other man has no right to oppose him 
nor attempt to question what he im- 
agines his inherent right to this con- 
stituency. We would ask Amor D12- 
Cosmos, if any star in the political con- 
stellation heralded his advent into the 
world to mark his course, why did it 
ceaso to shine when he went under the 
role as Doctor Smith in California 1 
We suppose it burst forth in all its 
glory when the good offices of the Cali- 
fornia State legislature metamorphosed 
the alphabetical arrangement of Smith 
to that of Amor DeCosmos; which in 
its signification gives a broad hold to 
his pretentions of friendship for his fel- 
lowmon. Even this is a failure, as ho 
has not succeeded in gaining the good- 
will of his Dominion compeers, but, on 
the contrary, has successfully won the 
universal dislike of the tr.£.nibers at 
Ottawa, and the utter contempt of Sir 
John, Amor DeCosmos has no friends 
on either side in the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. Heretofore he has had no politics, 
and less policy, his self-greatness consti- 
tuted bis .politics; but that is too cir- 
cumscribed to bo of a national charact- 
er; his main policy is to insist, but 
failing the ability to devise means or 
suggest measures to obtain that for 
which ho vainly insists, his policy and 
politics are "airy nothings," and the 
best indication of tho calibre of the 
man who propounds them. A man ho 
be a useful politician must havo a pol- 
icy, and exercise it judiciously; 
and to do so he must be a 
good business man, which materially 
adds to bis ns8f;uln«s» ii» »bspin$; tho 



best course for a nation's welfare. A 
mind of sound business capacity* will 
win when eloquence, spiced with intuit- 
ing braggadocio., would fail to make 
even a favorable impression. Mr. De- 
Cosmos lacks the requisites to bo an 
astuto legislator. AVo will give you a 
few simple proofs of his business capac- 
ity: He is no business man ; he could 
not obtain a small loan for the Local 
Government without employing an 
agent and giving him a share of the 
famous 8(100 to which, as a servant of 
the people, ho had a questionable right; 
he could not, in the face of depression 
in business and strong opposition, suc- 
cessfully conduct a daily journal, and 
was obliged to Bell out; ho could not 
make it a success when he TMPORT- 
ED BUTTER AN D CHEESE FROM 
CANADA TO COMPETE WITH 
OUR FARM EES. Failing in these 
ho launched forth into the political sea 
and has endeavored so far to make ex- 
penses out of it and indulge in a trip 
aerdss tho continent ami a change of 
air. Lacking politics and policy ho has 
managed to bring himself into notoriety 
by opposing thoso in the legislative 
balls who did not happen to think pre- 
cisely as ho did; ho insists, but there it 
ends, and resorts to atheistical profanity 
as nn argument of his steadfastness, of 
his stillborn schemes, and hurls anathe- 
mas broadcast when his pet theories 
havo proved futile and uucarod for. 
Ho has most irreverently stated that he 
did not fear God, but still his hard and 
callous heart have be. mi known to ap- 
peal to his Maker, and in a most fer- 
vent prayer, when he THANKED 
GOD THAT SIR JOHN MACDON- 
ALD HAD FALLEN AND PRE- 
DICTED THAT HIS DEFEAT 
WOULD PROVE A BLESSING TO 
THE COUNTRY. 

Thou canting hypocrite! throw oil* 
your cloak of hypocrisy and ask your- 
self tho question — Does Sir John want 
me as his colleague] Can he or his 
party respect the man who so shame- 
fully maligned him and condemed their 
policy and now whines like a whipped 
hound to be again taken into his con- 
fidence! Yea, verily! very likely!! 
Sir John' Macdonald knows Amor 
DeCosmos too well. If the party sup- 
porting Sir John - will only consider 
they will not elect a man who has been 
such a political failure as DeCosmos: 
Show by your vote to-day that you re-
